In the reply which he is about: to despatch 
to Mr. Lloyd George, Mr. de Valera is ex- 
pected to take full advantage of the protest 
made by the deputation which he received yes- 
terday from the Nationaligts of the Counties of 
Fermanagh and Tyrone against their juclusion 
in the Northern Parliament.

Telegraphing last night, our Belfast Corre- 
spondent states :—The rioting, which died down 
in the early hours of this morning, flared up 
again about the hour dt which people began to 
leave for work, .The area of disturbance was 
again North Queen street and the neighbour- 
hood, and there snipers and sharpshooters posted 
themselves and tried to pick off people passing 
on the streets, 

A woman named Margaret Kinard was the 
first victim. She was shot in the leg, and 
shortly afterwards a man named Peter Magee 
sustained similar injuri¢s.* A young woman, a 
postal employé, Miss Duff, was shot in the 
thigh, when she had not gone many yards from 
her own home. 

The firing attracted some people, who stood 
in little knots at the street corners watching 
events. One man named McA)pine was shot in 
the nose as he was peeping round a corner. 
The gunmen, who for the most part disappcared 
whenever the police appeared on the seene, grew 
bolder as the day advanced, and in some 
streets they erected sandbag barricades, from 
behind which they kept up an intermittent fire. 
Armoured cars were requisitioned to deal with 
the snipers, but the latter returned to their 
‘posts when ihe cars had passed. 

A LABOURER KILLED. 
During the dinner hour a labourer named 
Stephen Cash was shot through the head, and 
on his admission to the hospital he was found 
to be dead. A police sergeant named Byers was 
shot in the face while on patrol duty, but his 
injuries are not regarded as serious. 

in the afternoon shote from New Lodge road 
were discharged in the direction of Antrim road, 
and passing tramcars had to run the gauntlet. 
One man, who was sitting in a car talking to 
his wife, was shot in the leg, and it became 
necessary for the passengers on the cars to lie 
on the floor of the vehicles while passing 4 
danger zone.

GREAT NORTHERN LINE 
AGAIN AT WORK. 


NORMAL SERVICES TO-DAY. 


The strike on the Great Northern Railway, 
which came into operation at Belfast on Monday 
night and extended all along the line to Dublin, 
came to an end yesterday afternoon. Short 
though the strike waá, jf caused considerable 
inconvgnience to the travelling public, and ite 
speedy termination has given general satisfac- 
tion. The Great Northern Company, as a result 
| Fr á te yy se between Mr. John Bagwell, 
the General Manager of the company, a Mr. 
J. H. Thomas, M.P., agreed to withdraw. the 
instructions recently issued by them and to 
revert to the hours and, conditions in operation 
last week, pending the decision of the arbitra- 
tion tribunal, which has been sitting in the 
Shelbourne Hotel, Dublin, since Tuesday of last 
week. Following on this decision there was a 
aie resumption of the train service on the 
ine from five o’clock yesterday afternoon. From 
to~lay there will be the usual passenger and 
goods service. 

. The strike directly concerned the engine- 
drivers, firemen; and cleaners on the Great 
Northern system, and their action was taken 
principally as a protest against the increase of 
working hours from eight to ten per day, al- 
though there were other conditions involved 
which were also taken objection to. These men 
are members of the National Union of Railway- 
men end the Associated Society of Locomotire 
Engineers and Firemen. Platform men and 
other emvloyés, who are also members of the 
first-named organisation, of which Mr. Thomas 
is General Secretary, did not cease work, pend- 
ing instructions from their Union. The Belfast 
men were the first to take action, and between 
300 and 400 of them withdrew their labour at 
12 o'clock on Monday night. Once it became 
known “that they had done so there was a 
virtual cessation of “traffic—passenger and goods 
—on the line, no traing being run either. way 
on the main line between Dublin and Belfast 
until five o'clock in the evening. A few in- 
stunces were recorded of trains being run on 
branch lines in the morning. 

AT AAIENS STREET.

I found the same 
thing everywhere. The French are detested, 
but the British are exceedingly popular. For 
that we have to thank our splendid Tommies on 
the Rhine and elsewhere.
